Crooner Andy Williams, of 
’Moon River' fame, dies 


CHICAGO (AFP) - American 
crooner Andy Williams, whose 
string of hits like "Moon 
River" and annual Christmas 
TV shows made him a national 
treasure, has died aged 84 after 
losing his battle with cancer. 

Wildly popular in the 
1960s, with 18 gold and three 
platinum records to his name, 
the clean-cut master of easy 
listening and the sentimental 
soundtrack signed what at the 
time was the biggest US 
recording contract. 

"Legendary singer Andy 
Williams passed away last 
night (Tuesday) at home in 
Branson, Missouri following a 
year long battle with bladder 
cancer, it was announced by 



his family," his publicist said. 

Bom in Wall Lake, Iowa, a 
son of a railroad worker, 
Howard Andrew Williams sang 
in his family’s church choir 
with bothers — setting off on 
what was to become a 75-year 
professional singing career. 

On his way to earning more 
gold albums than any other 
solo performer bar Frank Sina¬ 
tra, Johnny Mathis and Elvis 
Presley, Williams won an 
Oscar for his rendition of 
"Moon River" in the 1961 hit 
film "Breakfast at Tiffanys." 

Williams is survived by 
wife Debbie and three children 
Robert, Noelle and Christian, 
all from his first wife, French- 
bom dancer Claudine Longet.

Amba has been extremely pro¬ 
active in addressing what is 
considered by the Minister of 
Public Health and Sports, Dr.

Prosecutor’s Office report 
on investigation of death of 
arrested citizen 


ORANJESTAD - This week 
the Office of the Public Pros¬ 
ecutor released a statement 
on the result of the investiga¬ 
tion into the death of citizen 
S.G.A.Q., who after being ar¬ 
rested on June 7th, 2012, died 
shortly after his arrest. From 
an autopsy performed on the 
body of Q it could not be de¬ 
termined the exact cause of 
death. According to the state¬ 
ment issued, the Bureau of 
Forensic & Technical Inves¬ 
tigation of Aruba and the 
Forensic Institute of Holland 
(NFI) also conducted a rigor¬ 
ous investigation into the 
death of Mr. Q. 

The investigations in¬ 
cluded various hearings by 
the police of witnesses and of 
the officers who arrested the 
gentleman on the night of the 
arrest incident. 

Despite all the rigorous in¬ 
vestigation, the Public Prose¬ 
cutor could not pinpoint a 
definitive cause of death. 
They could not consider the 
lesions he received during his 
detention as cause of death. 
Nor does the toxicology re¬ 
port by NFI provide conclu¬ 
sive cause of death. 

As a result of the above 
findings, the Public Prosecu¬ 
tor’s Office had requested the 


Pathologist of NFI to do a 
second review of the case and 
to present their final findings. 

That review indicates that 
in all probability due to the 
extremely forceful resistance 
of Mr. Q to his arrest, com¬ 
bined with the drugs found in 
his system, may have led to 
his death. 

There are more cases of 
such incidents on record, 
where persons, after fierce ar¬ 
rest resistance while under 
the influence of drugs, died 
suddenly. In the literature this 
is described as “excited delir¬ 
ium syndrome.” 

The Office of the Public 
Prosecutor has declared that 
the investigation is closed 
and that the officers involved 
in the case did not use dispro- 
portional violence during the 
detention of Mr. Q and there¬ 
fore cannot be held responsi¬ 
ble for his death. These 
officers have been declared 
innocent of any wrong doing 
and will not be legally pur¬ 
sued for any such offence. No 
formal legal charges will be 
brought against them. 

The family of the de¬ 
ceased Mr. Q. has been duly 
informed about the findings 
and decision of the Public 
Prosecutor.

The first local perso¬ 
nality highlighted was Vicente 
Kock, our local wine maker.

Gerrit is a recipient of Aruba’s

beaches, etc., but 
the most important 
ingredient is the 
people. Our people 
build “lifetime 
bonds” with our 
visitors, which is 
something remark¬ 
able about Aruba. 

He also empha¬ 
sized how impor¬ 
tant it is for 
everyone to treat 
everyone with re¬ 
spect and dignity. 

Griffith’s career 
in tourism began 
with his studies at 
Cornell University 
which was fol¬ 
lowed by his first 
job with the Inter¬ 
continental Company. Then, 
he embarked on a one-year 
stint with Holiday Inn in Aruba 
and then to Divi Resorts where 
he began as assistant general 
manager. After 36 years with 
Divi Resorts, Gerrit is still fas-

More aid needed for Haiti rebuilding 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Haiti's 
President Michel Martelly said 
yesterday his poverty-stricken 
country is still in dire need of 
international aid, after being 
devastated by a January 2010 
earthquake. 

The United Nations Office 
of the Special Envoy for Haiti 
announced this week that 
slightly more than half of the 
$5.33 billion pledged by donors 
to help rebuild the struggling 
Caribbean nation has been dis¬ 
tributed. 

But Martelly said much 
more financial assistance is 
needed to help Haiti, telling 
CNN that his still is a country 
where everything is to be done. 

"Right after the earthquake, 


we had evaluated about $ 12 bil¬ 
lion" would be needed for re¬ 
construction, he said. 

With respect to the aid al¬ 
ready in hand, Martelly said: "I 
must tell you, right after the 
earthquake that money was 
used to feed people, to take care 
of them — so it wasn't really en¬ 
gaged in reconstruction." 

The 51 -year-old former 
singer is in New York this week 
for the United Nations General 
Assembly gathering and for a 
meeting of the Clinton Global 
Initiative, an aid effort involv¬ 
ing business and non-profit 
leaders spearheaded by former 
president Bill Clinton. 

Martelly took the helm of 
the poorest country in the west¬ 


ern hemisphere in May 2011. 
His government is still grap¬ 
pling with the aftermath of the 
quake, which killed over 
200,000 people, destroyed the 
capital Port-au-Prince and left 
hundreds of thousands home¬ 
less.

The foundations and centers 
will be offering programs of 
“Dance Fitness,” organizing 
health walks and Aquarobics 
sessions at various venues, 
plus a major sport day at 
Jaburibari Sport Park, with 
soccer, track and field and 
other activities. Elio Heron- 
imo, representing OPPA, ex¬ 
plained they will provide 
transport for all their mem¬ 
bers to insure participation. 

Statistics indicate that by 
the early 2020’s there will be 
more 60-plussers than chil¬ 
dren under the age of 15 on 
Aruba.

of life as people age.” This 
concept emphasizes the oppor¬ 
tunity for people to fulfill their 
potentials for physical, social

and mental well-being 
throughout the life course and 
to participate actively in the 
societal mainstream according 
to their desires and capabili¬ 
ties. 

The coalition maintains 
that exercise programs target¬ 
ing seniors need not only to be 
age-appropriate, but also sen¬ 
sitive to the social and cultural 
realms of the individual sen¬ 
ior. The design of age-appro¬ 
priate exercise programs must 
take into account the above- 
mentioned factors that may 


cause the older adults to ex¬ 
perience anxieties, nervous¬ 
ness and reluctance to 
partake in something possi¬ 
bly new and different. Con¬ 
sequently, the personal 
enjoyment of the participants 
and accessibility to these 
programs become important 
factors in their design. They 
hope to eventually see phys¬ 
ical activities targeting the 
seniors are organized locally 
from a community-based ap¬ 
proach and its implementa¬ 
tion enjoys a broad support 
from a wide range of entities 
in the voluntary, public and 
private sectors.

Mexico's president pleads for 
help, new ideas in drug war 


UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
Outgoing Mexican President 
Felipe Calderon pleaded with 
the United Nations yesterday 
to examine the "limits” of the 
war on drugs and weigh alter¬ 
natives to the fight in which 
thousands die every year. 

"I demand that the United 
Nations not only take part in, 
but that it lead, a discussion 
without prejudices ... that 
could bring us all to solutions 
that have new and efficient fo¬ 
cuses," Calderon told the UN 
General Assembly. 

In his last address to the 
world body before he steps 


down December 1, Calderon 
charged that most countries 
have not owned up to the role 
they play in deadly organized 
drug crime, "the biggest cause 
of violent crime in the world." 

The United Nations "must 
honestly examine, with aca¬ 
demic rigor and global respon¬ 
sibility, what the policy 
alternatives could be — speci¬ 
fically regulatory and market- 
based alternatives — so that we 
can determine if they are really 
alternatives or not." 

"That does not mean that 
we will be letting down our 
guard," warned Calderon.

Ahmadinejad slams West’s nuclear 
'intimidation' at UN finale 


UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
Iran’s President Mahmoud Ah¬ 
madinejad yesterday accused 
the West of nuclear "intimida¬ 
tion" in his final speech to the 
UN General Assembly which 
was boycotted by the United 


States and Israel. 

But the Iranian president 
steered clear of the toxic re¬ 
marks about Israel which have 
sparked mass walkouts at his 
previous seven appearances 
before the UN summit. 


"Arms race and intimida¬ 
tion by nuclear weapons and 
weapons of mass-destruction 
by the hegemonic powers have 
become prevalent," Ahmadine¬ 
jad said in a rare outburst in the 
rambling 35 minute speech.

Egypt's Morsi warns Israel over 'law of 
the jungle' threats 


UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
Egypt's new president yester¬ 
day hit out at Israel over its 
veiled threats to attack Iran's 
nuclear facilities and the 
deadlock in the Middle East 
peace process. 

President Mohamed Morsi 
received a rousing ovation for 
his first speech to the 193- 
member UN General Assem¬ 
bly since becoming Egypt's 
first civilian, democratically 
elected leader in June. 

Without specifically men¬ 
tioning Israel's undeclared 
nuclear arsenal, Morsi said 
the Middle East "no longer 
tolerates" any country's re¬ 
fusal to join the nuclear Non- 
Proliferation Treaty "espe¬ 
cially if this is coupled with 
irresponsible policies or arbi¬ 
trary threats." 

"The acceptance by the in¬ 
ternational community of the 
principle of pre-emptiveness 


or the attempt to legitimize it 
is in itself a serious matter 
and must be firmly con¬ 
fronted to avoid the preva¬ 
lence of the law of the 
jungle," Morsi said. 

The election of the Islamist 
politician has unsettled ties 
with Israel, which has refused 
to rule out a military strike on 
Iran's nuclear facilities. 

Morsi also put the Israel- 
Palestinian conflict ahead of 
the Syria war in the list of pri¬ 
orities he laid out before the 
General Assembly. 

"The first issue which the 
world must exert all its ef¬ 
forts in resolving, on the 
basis of justice and dignity, is 
the Palestinian cause," Morsi 
said. 

He said that UN resolu¬ 
tions on the conflict had not 
been implemented and that 
Palestinians "must also taste 
the fruits of freedom and dig¬ 


nity" that other countries in 
the Arab region have won in 
the past year. 

"It is shameful that the 
free world accepts, regardless 
of the justifications provided, 
that a member of the interna¬ 
tional community continues 
to deny the rights of a nation 
that has been longing for 
decades for independence," 
Morsi said. 

"It is also disgraceful that 
settlement activities continue 
on the territories of these peo¬ 
ple." 

The Palestinians have re¬ 
fused to hold direct talks with 
Israel for the past two years 
because of Israel's refusal to 
halt settlement activities in 
the occupied territories. 

Israel's Prime Minister 
Benjamin Netanyahu and 
Palestinian leader Mahmud 
Abbas are to address the 
General Assembly today.

British judge freezes Abu 
Hamza extradition 


LONDON (AFP) - A British 
judge yesterday halted the ex¬ 
tradition of Abu Hamza to the 
United States on terror charges 
after the radical Islamist 
preacher lodged a last-ditch 
legal appeal. 

The High Court will hear 
the legal challenge from the 
Egyptian-bom cleric and a se¬ 
cond terror suspect, Khaled Al- 
Fawwaz, on October 2, 
Britain's Judiciary Office said. 

The European Court of 
Human Rights on Monday 
gave Britain the green light to 
deport Abu Hamza, Fawwaz 
and three other men, and 
British officials had said they 
expected to extradite them 
within two weeks. 

But a high court judge yes¬ 
terday "issued interim injunc¬ 
tions preventing their (Abu 
Hamza and Fawwaz) removal" 
pending a hearing in open 
court on their appeal, a Judici¬ 
ary Office spokeswoman told 
AFP. 

The hearing will take place 
next Tuesday before two sen¬ 
ior judges, John Thomas and 
Duncan Ouseley, the spokes¬ 
woman added. 

The grounds for the appeal 
by Abu Hamza and al-Fawwaz 
were not immediately clear 
and their lawyers did not return 
calls from AFP seeking com¬ 
ment. 

Abu Hamza, the former 
imam of the Finsbury Park 
mosque in north London, is 
wanted in the United States on 
charges including setting up an 
Al-Qaeda-style training camp 


for militants in the northwest¬ 
ern US state of Oregon. 

The cleric, who has one eye 
and a hook for one hand, is 
also accused of sending money 
and recruits to Afghanistan's 
Taliban and Al-Qaeda, and of 
helping kidnappers in Yemen 
who abducted a party of West¬ 
ern tourists in 1998. 

Britain's Home Office, or 
interior ministry, said it would 
continue to try to hand over the 
men as quickly as it could. 

Abu Hamza, who is his 
mid-50s and whose real name 
is Kamel Mustafa Mustafa, 
was jailed in Britain for seven 
years in 2006 for inciting fol¬ 
lowers to murder non-believ¬ 
ers in speeches on the streets of 
London. 

He remains in prison. 

Fawwaz was indicted in the 
US with late Al-Qaeda leader 
Osama bin Laden and 20 oth¬ 
ers for alleged involvement in, 
or support for, the bombing of 
US embassies in Nairobi and 
Dar es Salaam in 1998. 

The European Court of 
Human Rights announced on 
Monday that it had upheld its 
own earlier ruling, made on 
April 10, that approved 
Britain's extradition of Abu 
Hamza, Fawwaz, Syed Tahla 
Ahsan, Adel Abdul Bary and 
Babar Ahmad. 

The court dismissed their 
claims that they would face de¬ 
grading treatment because they 
would be sent to the notorious 
ADX supermax prison in Flo¬ 
rence, Colorado, and could 
face multiple life sentences.

Anglicans to choose new Archbishop of Canterbury 


LONDON (AFP) - A British 
commission met on Wednes¬ 
day to decide on a new Arch¬ 
bishop of Canterbury, the 
spiritual leader of the world’s 
Anglicans, ahead of Rowan 
Williams’ retirement in De¬ 
cember. 

The three-day meeting of 
the Crown Nominations Com¬ 
mission faces a huge task to 
find a new Church of England 
leader who can heal deep 
schisms among tens of mil¬ 
lions of Anglicans worldwide 
over female and gay bishops. 

The meeting ends on Friday 
but the new archbishop is 


The decision must be signed 
off by Prime Minister David 
Cameron and officially ap¬ 
proved by Queen Elizabeth II, 
who is the Supreme Governor 
of the Church of England as 
well as the British head of state. 

The commission, which is 
meeting in an undisclosed lo¬ 
cation, has 16 voting members 
including both senior clerics 
and lay members and is 
chaired by a former British arts 
minister, Richard Luce. 

Contenders for the post in¬ 
clude veteran churchmen such 
as Archbishop of York John 
Sentamu, 63, who would be 



likely to be named next week, 
the BBC reported.

The commission is also 
thought to be considering 
younger bishops including 
Bishop of Coventry Christo¬ 
pher Cocksworth, 53, and 
Bishop of Durham Justin 
Welby, 56.

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Indian Ocean's 2012 
mega-quake broke 
the records 


PARIS (AFP) - An 8.7 earth¬ 
quake that struck west of In¬ 
donesia on April 11 was the 
biggest of its kind ever 
recorded and confirms suspi¬ 
cions that a giant tectonic plate 
is breaking up, scientists said.. 

The quake, caused by an un¬ 
precedented quadruple-fault 
rupture, gave Earth's crustal mo¬ 
saic such a shock that it un¬ 
leashed quakes around the world 
nearly a week later, they said. 

The quake occurred around 
500 kilometres (300 miles) 
west of Sumatra in the middle 
of the Indo-Australian plate, a 
piece of Earth's crust that 
spans Australia, the eastern In¬ 
dian Ocean and the Indian sub¬ 
continent. 

It was the biggest "strike- 
slip" earthquake ever recorded, 
meaning a fault which opens 
laterally rather than up or 
down, and the 10th biggest 
quake of any kind in the last 
century. 

It was followed two hours 
later by an 8.2 event on an¬ 
other fault a little farther to the 
south, and both were felt from 
India to Australia. 

Earthquakes of such inten¬ 
sity are typically "subduction" 
quakes, where one tectonic 
plate slides beneath another at 
a plate boundary, causing ver¬ 
tical movement that can dis¬ 
place the sea and unleash a 
tsunami. 


The December 26 2004 9.1 
quake off Sumatra, whose 
waves killed a quarter of a mil¬ 
lion people around the Indian 
Ocean, is one such example. 

But the April 11 event 
caused no tsunamis because 
the movement was sideways. 
Fatalities, too, were few. 

Taking a scalpel to what 
happened that day, the seis¬ 
mologists believe there was a 
near-simultaneous rupturing of 
at least four faults, stacked up 
and lying at right angles to one 
another. 

They ripped open one by 
one, all within 160 seconds, in 
a process known by the French 
term "en echelon." 

Even more remarkable, 
though, was where the event 
took place. 

It occurred nowhere near a 
boundary between the plates 
which like a jigsaw puzzle 
comprise Earth's crust. 

Instead, it occurred in the 
heart of the Indo-Australian 
plate, tearing a gash up to 40 
metres (yards) wide and con¬ 
firming long-held suspicions 
that the plate is fragmenting. 

According to this theory, the 
process began roughly mil¬ 
lions of years ago, and is 
caused by a pulling-apart of 
the plate: the western part is 
colliding with Asia, which 
stops its movement, while the 
eastern part is gliding beneath 
Sumatra.

Bailout spectre returns to 
haunt Spain 


MADRID (AFP) - Spain's bor¬ 
rowing costs crept back up to 
danger levels and the stock 
market plunged yesterday, 
spooked by the specter of a full 
bailout and deeper economic 
suffering. 

Pressure from Catalonia, 
which called snap elections in 
a drive for greater independ¬ 
ence, added to the gloom as the 
Madrid government prepared 
to pass an austere 2013 budget 
with 39 billion euros ($50 bil¬ 
lion) in savings. 

The government was due to 
adopt its 2013 austerity budget 
today and on Friday unveil an 
independent audit of its 
stricken banks to determine 
how much capital was needed 
to reinforce them from further 
shocks.

The budget and audit 
"could potentially boost senti¬ 
ment towards Spain and pave 
the way for a bailout deal to be 
agreed", analysts at Capital 
Economics said in a note. 

"But Spain will still be left 
with a number of other major 
problems" in meeting its fiscal 
targets, securing its banks and 
fielding pressure from Catalo¬ 
nia, they added. 

Before deciding whether to 
ask for a bailout, Prime Minis¬ 
ter Mariano Rajoy insists on 
knowing what conditions Eu¬ 
ropean authorities would at¬ 
tach, apprehensive of having 
economic cuts dictated to him. 

But the Wall Street Journal 
yesterday quoted Rajoy as say¬ 
ing that if Spain's borrowing 
costs were "too high for too 
long", then "I can assure you 
100 percent that I would ask 
for this bailout." 

The economic backdrop 
was grim, with figures from 
the Bank of Spain yesterday 
showing the country's reces¬ 
sion deepening with economic 
output sliding fast. 

"Available data for the third 
quarter of the year suggest out¬ 
put continued to fall at a signif¬ 
icant pace, in an environment 
in which financial tension re¬ 
mained at very high levels," 
the bank said in a monthly re¬ 
port.

European Parliament moves to fight 
market speculation 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - The Eu¬ 
ropean Parliament yestersday 
agreed plans to improve finan¬ 
cial market transparency and 
end speculation, notably deal¬ 
making blamed for volatile 
food prices. 

The assembly's economic 
affairs committee unanimously 
agreed — by 45 votes in favour 
— new rules based on a pro¬ 
posal last year by the EU exec¬ 
utive to update European 
Union regulation on markets in 
financial instruments, known 
as MIFID. 

Under the agreement, mar¬ 
ket players and trading opera¬ 
tors would be required to lay 
down clear rules and proce¬ 
dures for fair and orderly tra¬ 
ding, objective criteria for 
executing orders efficiently, 
and transparent criteria for de¬ 
termining which financial in¬ 
struments may be traded via 
their systems. 

The rules notably would 


provide a structure for Orga¬ 
nised Trading Facilities (OTF), 
which are currently not regu¬ 
lated. 

To fight speculation of food 
products, the rules also limit 
the number of positions traders 
can take in a set time on com¬ 
modities on the derivatives 
market. 

The MEPs also tightened 
up a European Commission 
proposal on high-frequency al¬ 
gorithmic trading, in which 
computers trade millions of or¬ 
ders per second, with little or 
no human intervention. 

This technology can be 
used to check what buyers 
would pay, with a view to ex¬ 
ploiting tiny price differences. 

The committee voted provi¬ 
sions to ensure all orders be 
valid for at least 500 millisec¬ 
onds, meaning they cannot be 
cancelled or modified during 
that time. 

All firms and trading ve¬ 


nues would also have to ensure 
that trading systems are re¬ 
silient and prepared to deal 
with sudden increases in order 
flows or market stresses. These 
could include "circuit brea¬ 
kers" to suspend trading. 

The Socialists and Democ¬ 
rats group in parliament 
dubbed the agreement "a very 
important step forward to in¬ 
crease transparency and to en¬ 
sure a smooth price formation 
process on European ex¬ 
changes." 

NGOs, including Oxfam 
and Friends of the Earth, wel¬ 
comed the plan but said it con¬ 
tinued to fall short of what was 
needed to tackle food specula¬ 
tion. 

The rules will need to be 
adopted by a parliament ple¬ 
nary, probably in November, 
before being submitted to EU 
finance ministers who will 
have the final say.

Strong quake forces tourists to 
flee hotels in Mexico 


LA PAZ (AFP) - A strong 6.2- 
magnitude earthquake rattled 
Mexico's Baja California 
peninsula Tuesday, forcing 
more than 1,000 tourists to 
flee their hotels and take 
refuge on beaches and in gar- 


No damage or victims were 
immediately reported after the 
earthquake and an aftershock 
struck the west coast region. 

The quake was centered 75 
kilometers (47 miles) north of 
La Paz, the capital of the state 


shallow depth of 10.1 kilome¬ 
ters and off the coast in the 
Gulf of California, according 
to the US Geological Survey. 

Mexico's National Seismol¬ 
ogy Service measured the tem¬ 
blor at 6.0 on the Richter scale 
at 6:45 pm (2345 GMT) and 
reported a 4.0-magnitude af¬ 
tershock 37 minutes later at a 
distance of 11 kilometers from 
the same location. 

More than 1,000 tourists, 
most of them foreigners, were 
evacuated from their hotels in 
the resort town of Los Cabos 
to stand on beaches or in gar¬ 
dens while authorities checked 
for damage to the buildings. 

"In some hotels, security 
personnel evacuated the 
tourists in just one hour," said 
Los Cabos Civil Protection 
chief Wenseslao Petit Jacinto. 

A spokesman for the Los 
Cabos and La Paz airports said 
there were no special flights 
being chartered for tourists.

Thailand to sell generic 
Viagra drug: officials 


BANGKOK (AFP) - Thai¬ 
land has approved an afford¬ 
able generic version of the 
anti-impotence drug Viagra 
to go on sale next week as the 
country looks to combat ram¬ 
pant counterfeit production, 
officials said Wednesday. 

The Thai diamond-shaped 
little blue pill, which resem¬ 
bles the original produced by 
US pharmaceutical giant 
Pfizer, is called "Sidegra" and 
will be available on prescrip¬ 
tion across the country on 
October 1. 

Priced at 25 baht (80 US 
cents) per pill, Thailand's 
Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion (FDA) said it will be ten 
times cheaper than full-price 


Viagra. 

"This measure will solve 
widespread production of 
fake drugs by increasing ac¬ 
cessibility to the legal ver¬ 
sion," FDA secretary general 
Pipat Yingseree said in a 
statement. 

The release said Pfizer 
had since looked to discount 
its pills by 30 percent to "co¬ 
operate with the government 
on curbing fake drugs". 

No one from Pfizer's of¬ 
fices in Thailand was avail¬ 
able for comment. 

An FDA official said the 
US company's patent to pro¬ 
duce the anti-impotence drug 
had expired in Thailand.

Experts from Colombia, 
Ecuador, Peru and Chile — all 
countries sitting on the seismi- 
cally active Pacific ring of fire 
— included oceanographers, 
seismologists, and natural dis¬ 
aster response officials. 

They are ironing out a pro¬ 
tocol expected to be named 
’’Standard Operating Proce¬ 
dures for Tsunami Alert Com¬ 
munications in the 
Southeastern Pacific.” 

’’UNESCO has been work¬ 
ing on this regional program 
among the four countries so 
that they share regional, na¬ 
tional and local strategies to 
reduce risks in coastal areas,” 
said Fernando Berrios, an of¬ 
ficial with the UN Educa¬ 
tional, Scientific and Cultural 
Organization (UNESCO). 

One of the South American 
nations’ goals is to link their 
national early warning alert 
systems. 

In February 2010, a mas¬ 
sive earthquake hit Chile's 
central Maule region, south of 
Valparaiso, generating 

tsunami waves, killing more 
than 500 people and causing 
billions of dollars in damage.

Euros 


Football: Spanish treble 
makes life harder, Del 
Bosque says 


WARSAW (AFP) - UEFA’s 
controversial decision to ex¬ 
pand the European champi¬ 
onships from 16 to 24 teams 
makes sense because the qual¬ 
ity of the game is rising, its 
outgoing technical director 
Andy Roxburgh said on 
Wednesday. 

Roxburgh - who during his 
management career steered 
Scotland to the finals of Euro 
1992, which involved just 
eight nations - underlined that 
the same debate raged back 
then about the supposed water¬ 
ing-down of the showcase 
tournament. 

’’That was the last of the 
eight-team tournaments. And 
of course everybody said at the 
time, 'Oh, what will it be like 
now we're doubling the num¬ 
bers to 16 teams'," he told re¬ 
porters after a three-day 
meeting of European coaches 
in Warsaw. 

"Well, the Euro that was 
played in England in 1996 


with 16 teams was very good. 
So the fears weren't founded. 
And all I would say here is that 
we're now going to this in¬ 
creased number as standards in 
Europe are rising all the time," 
he added. 

Roxburgh - on the point of 
retiring from the UEFA post he 
had held since 1994 - said that 
football's powers that be see 
clear benefits to adding eight 
more teams at Euro 2016 in 
France. 

"Benefits first of all to allow 
more teams to experience that, 
because they think the stan¬ 
dards are high enough to cope 
with that number of teams in 
the final. And clearly there's 
the whole packaging, the mar¬ 
keting," he said. 

The quadrennial European 
championships are UEFA's 
main income-driver, in partic¬ 
ular from broadcast rights. 

But with 53 nations making 
up UEFA's membership, crit¬ 
ics suggest it will be too easy 


for the undeserving to get 
under the wire, leading to 
poor-quality matches. 

Roxburgh rejected that. 

"If you ask I think nearly 
any coach, when they go to 
play in some of the so-called 
smaller countries now, they 
don't look forward to doing it," 
he said. 

"Some of the small coun¬ 
tries will never be Spain. But 
coach education and develop¬ 
ment, and player development, 
and all these things going on in 
Europe, all of that is helping to 
raise standards. 


WARSAW (AFP) - Notching 
up three back-to-back titles 
has made Spain's life tougher 
as they eye qualification for 
the 2014 World Cup in Brazil, 
their coach Vicente del 
Bosque said on Wednesday. 

No longer having anything 
to prove is actually a problem 
for the record-setting winners 
of Euro 2008, the 2010 World 
Cup and Euro 2012, their 
iconic boss underlined. 

"We have greater responsi¬ 
bility because of our past ti¬ 
tles, and it's going to be more 
difficult to maintain the com¬ 


petitive spirit among players," 
del Bosque told reporters after 
a three-day meeting of Euro¬ 
pean coaches in Warsaw. 

"And it is going to cost us 
more because the opponents 
are going to prepare their play¬ 
ers," he said, with beating or 
even drawing with Spain hav¬ 
ing become the benchmark of 
success. 

However, del Bosque in¬ 
sisted, La Furia Roja are treat¬ 
ing their campaign to reach the 
2014 World Cup no differently 
from past qualifying runs, and 
even dream of clinching the 
trophy again. 

"As sports people we will 
try to qualify," he said. 

"We want to go to Brazil 
and we are going to try to win 
of course."

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
American football fans were 
in an uproar Tuesday over a 
labor dispute that has seen re¬ 
placement referees botch calls 
and sow heartache among mil¬ 
lions of followers of the most 
popular US sport. 

The National Football 
League (NFL) last year sur¬ 
vived a players' lock-out that 
threatened to shut down the 
entire season. 

But sports analysts are 
warning that the game could 
be in even greater jeopardy 
this year after a profusion of 
uncalled penalties and blown 
calls by the temporary referees 
officiating for the 32-team 
league. 
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The lockout of veteran ref¬ 
erees threatens to "irreparably 
damage" the game, warned 
sports columnist Bill Plaschke 
of the Los Angeles Times, who 
urged NFL owners to give in 
to demands from the striking 
referees for a pay increase. 

Life in much of America 
comes to a standstill every 
Sunday as the country focuses 
on the exploits of the hel- 
meted, armor-clad gladiators 
of the bruising sport. 

Just three weeks into the 16- 
game NFL regular season, no 
one expected such widespread 
national despair over the ab¬ 
sence of the veteran officials. 

Since NFL owners shut the 
referees out and hired less ex¬ 
perienced temporary officials, 
the quality of play has eroded 


in the eyes of most football 
fans. 

The level of sportsmanship 
also has suffered, as players 
take advantage of the relative 
inexperience of the temporary 
referees to take cheap shots at 
their opponents on the field. 

In some cases, players have 
brawled openly with members 
from the opposing team, 
knowing that the temporary 
refs were unlikely to inter¬ 
vene. 

Perhaps even more trou¬ 
bling are the abundant mis¬ 
takes that have changed the 
momentum of games, nar¬ 
rowed the margins of victory, 
and in a couple of cases, even 
changed the outcome of the 
contest. 


LONDON (AFP) - Manches¬ 
ter United moved into the 
League Cup fourth round with 
a 2-1 win over Newcastle, 
while holders Liverpool 
fought back to seal a 2-1 vic¬ 
tory at West Bromwich Albion 
on Wednesday. 

United, looking to win the 
League Cup for the fifth time, 
made a host of changes from 
the side that won at Liverpool 
on Sunday. 

However, they still fielded 
a strong side including Wayne 
Rooney, back from a month 
out with a thigh injury, and 
Darren Fletcher, who was 
starting for the first time in 10 
months after recovering from 
a bowel condition. 

At the Hawthorns, Brendan 
Rodgers' Liverpool made a 
terrible start when Australian 
goalkeeper Brad Jones spilled 


a free-kick and Gabriel Tamas 
pounced to score from close 
range in the third minute. 

Arsenal's north London ri¬ 
vals Tottenham brushed aside 
League One side Carlisle with 
a 3-0 victory at Brunton Park. 

Andre Villas-Boas made a 
host of changes to the Spurs 
side that beat QPR on Sunday, 
but still couldn't find a place 
for France goalkeeper Hugo 
Lloris, with Carlo Cudicini 
starting in goal. 

Norwich paid tribute to 
John Bond, the club's second 
longest serving manager who 
passed away aged 79 on 
Wednesday, with a 1-0 win 
over League One side Don¬ 
caster at Carrow Road. 

Reading came from behind 
to clinch a dramatic 3-2 win 
over QPR at Loftus Road. 


France immortalises Zidane 
headbutt with 5-metre statue 



PARIS (AFP) - The infamous headbutt that French foot¬ 
ball legend Zinedine Zidane landed on an Italian during 
a World Cup final has been transformed into a giant 
statue and displayed in front of the Pompidou Centre in 
Paris. The bronze work of art, simply titled "Headbutt", 
was Wednesday attracting crowds of tourists and locals 
who jostled to have their photos taken in front of the five- 
metre (16-foot) statue. The sculpture is by Algerian artist 
Adel Abdessemed, subject of a retrospective exhibition 
in the Pompidou from October 3 until next January. Zi¬ 
dane, who holds legendary status in France as a member 
of the national teams that won the 1998 World Cup and 
Euro 2000, was sent off in the 2006 World Cup final for 
headbutting Marco Materazzi in the chest. That was the 
then France captain's last ever professional match as a 
player and he later claimed he had reacted to slurs the 
Italian directed against his sister and mother.

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Cycling: In-form Contador wins Italy's most 
venerable race 


ROME (AFP) - Spain’s two- 
time Tour de France champion 
Alberto Contador broke away 
800 metres from the finish to 
win the Milan-Turin one-day 
race on top of the Superga hill 
in Turin on Wednesday. 

The 29-year-old, who won 
the Tour of Spain earlier this 
month in his first major race 
since returning from a two- 
year doping ban, responded to 
an attack by Italy’s Diego 
Ulissi in the final two kilome¬ 
tres and broke clear to win on 


the steep finish to the summit 
of Superga. 

"It wasn't easy to race 
again after a very tough Tour 
of Spain, but now I know that 
I still have some energy left in 
my legs," said Contador, who 
also raced unsuccessfully in 
both the world time-trial and 
world road race last week. 

Contador, who will com¬ 
pete in one more race this sea¬ 
son, this weekend's Tour of 
Fombardy, dedicated his vic¬ 
tory to compatriot Victor 


Cabedo, who died in an acci¬ 
dent while training last week. 

"I dedicate my win to all of 
my teammates and to some¬ 
one who has been in my 
thoughts since the World 
Championships, Victor 
Cabedo," he said. 

"Wherever he may be, this 
win is for him." 

Sweden's Fredrik Kessi- 
akoff, of the Astana team, 
came third in front of another 
Spaniard, Joaquim Rodriguez. 

The Milan-Turin race is 


Italy's oldest cycling race, 
having first been staged in 
1876. 

However, before this year 
it had not been held since 
2007. 

Superga hill is remembered 
as the scene of the air crash in 
May 1949 that wiped out the 
great Torino football team of 
the era. 

The Torino team had won 
four successive Italian league 
titles from 1946-49.

CINCINNATI (AFP) - 
Cincinnati Reds manager 
Dusty Baker says he suffered 
a minor stroke last week on 
top of being treated for a 
heart problem. 

Before last Wednesday's 
game against the Chicago 
Cubs, Baker was admitted to 
a Chicago-area hospital and 
diagnosed with an irregular 
heartbeat. 

The 63-year-old Baker 
says he also suffered a "mini¬ 
stroke" while being dis¬ 
charged on Friday. He 
received immediate treatment 
by hospital doctors who were 
able to minimize the effects 
of the stroke. 

Baker returned to Cincin¬ 
nati on Sunday, and his con¬ 
dition has improved 
dramatically, he said. 

"I'm feeling much better, 
and it's great being back here 
in Cincinnati," Baker said 
Tuesday. "I look forward to 
getting back to the dugout." 

Doctors say they expect 
Baker to make a full recovery 
and return to the managerial 
duties, possibly sometime 
next week. 
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
